AN ingenious contrivance to evade 


the liquor law in Maine has been dis- 
covered in Bangor. It consists of a 
barrel within a barrel, furnished 
with a faucet, which, when turned 
one way supplies sweet cider, aud 
when turned in another supplies 
lager beer. 


IF the new Alabama constitution 


should be adopted there will be a 
.saving in salaries to the State alone 
of about $150,000 per annum. Some

•example.

Tbe Railroad finest I on. 


The Reno JOURNAL rejoices that 
lie county of Washoe has fought and 
von the victory against the Central 
Pacific Railroad Company, raising 
>e tax of that Company from $6,000 
o 89,000 per mile in Washoe county, 
'here is not much in all this, except 
iat the county officers of Washoe 
ounty have a little more money to 
andle. There is no principle ea- 
ablished by it. Nine thousand dol- 
ars per mile is just as fictitious and 
rbitrary a valuation for Central Pa- 
ine property as $6,000. It is either 
worth nothing at all or a great deal 
more than either or both the sums 
lamed. And there is every reason 
0 believe that it does not make a 
>enny's difference to that corporation 
rhether their taxes ate levied at one 
ate or the other. If there is any 
lifference it is in favor of the Com- 
>any, for they have the matter in 
heir own hands entirely. 
They 


enow in a morrent how much more 
money they will have to pay if their 
ax is increased; they know just about 
tow much freight is delivered at a 
certain point every month, how much 
an increased tariff of a shilling per 
on on freight will amount to in a 
year; and with this knowledge, and 
with a clear field to raise or lower 
'reights at pleasure, it would be very 
strange if they did not get even and 
1 little more. So, while the Direc- 
ors of the road read in the JOURNAL 
he glorifications of the editor over 
.lie fact that they have been com- 
pelled to pay a certain sum, with a 
indie they turn to their books and 
Ignro tip that in increased freights 
iVashoe, Orinsby and Storey coun- 
ies, and the country south, have 
)oid them back their extra tax, their 
kttorney's fees, the costs of Court, 
and left a handsome margin with 
which tar fight men who have cattle 
tilled or burns burned by locpmo- 
ives in Washoe county. Fix it as 
we may, it is, after all, the men who 
>ay freights and fares who pay the 
•ailroad taxes. Notwithstanding all 
he legislation to regulate and con- 
rpl railroads, there has been but a 
rifling advance made, and the whole 
thiig is still left to the judgment aud 
neroy of the railroad men. Legis- 
atures have been unj ust to railroad 
men. They have sought to enact 
arbitrary laws, seeming* to make no 
note either of grades, curves, the 
cost of running trains, or the amount 
of business which any section of a 
road could command, and the rail- 
road men have fought back with such 
an array of figures, isolated facts, 
probabilities and possibilities, that 
egislators have, one by one, retired 
jaffled and discomfited. By and by 
;here may some one appear clear- 
leaded enough to state these things 
right, and to point out a remedy for 
evils, just alike to the public and to 
;he railroad companies, but such a 
person has not yet been found. There 
will be competing roads by and by, 
which will help the public, and there 
are other plans which the future will 
disclose, by which a certain fair in- 
terest will be given railroads on their 
investments, and the balance will be 
held as belonging to the counties 
through which the railroads run. In 
the meantime, petty squabbles with 
railroad companies union tit to simply 
what this triumph in Washoe county 
amounts to—increased revenue to 
the railway companies.—Saturday's 
Enterprise.
